FE TRAGEDY OF 
HUGO'S DAUGHTER 
ENDED BY DEATH 


Abduction When Girl and Mys- 
tery of Darkness -of Mind 
Were Never Solved. 


PARIS, April 22.—Adele Hugo, young- 
est daughter of Victor Hugo, died yes- 
terday at her residence in Suresnes, a 
suburb of this city, at the age of 8% 
years. 


The story of Adele Hugo many years 
ago aroused the sympathy of the world. 
As a girl she was kidnaped at Guern- 
sey by an English officer. All Europe 
was searched for her, but her parents 
obtained no trace of her whereabouts, 
Several months later a girl found wan- 
dering in the one of the streets of New 
York apparently demented, declared ‘I 
am the daughter of Victor Hugo.” This 
was tlre only statement she ever made. 
She was sent back to FYrance to her 
parents, but her lips remained sealed 
until the end. She never recovered her 
reason and after the death. of her fa. 
ther lived a solitary existence in her 
villa, morose and _ seldom _ speaking. 
When she did consent to converse it 
never was of the past. 

Mile. Hugo’s only appearance in pub- 
lic was when she went to Paris to wit- 
ness from the back of a darkened box 
the reproduction of one of her father’s 
plays. Apparently she had no friends 
and never received visitors.

FOR $21 000,000 


Judge Adams Cuts Down Orig- 
inal Maximum of $34,000,000 
at Creditors’ Request. 


Judge Adams of the Federal Court to- 
day modified the Wabash Railroad re- 
ceivership decree so as to permit the 
sale of the road at ‘a minimum price of 
approximately $21,000,000. In the originai 
decree, issued in January, 1914, he had 
fixed $34,000,000 as the minimum price at 
which the road might be sold. 

The modification was made after a 
conference with representatives of the 
bondholders and creditors of the road. 
After issuing his new order, Judge 
Adams said he hoped the receivership 
would be terminated between June 1 and 
June 15 next. 

All interests represented at the confer- 
ence concurred in the modification. 

Edward C. Elliot, representing the 
Bank of Commerce of New York and 
other interests, told Judge Adams that 
$16,478,850 in receivers’ notes, including 
interest, will fall du2 Aug. 1 and that 
in order to meet this payment the salve 
of the road is imperative. Under pres- 
ent financial conditions, he said, it 
would be impossible to make the vale at 
the $34,000,000 minimum heretofore estab 
lished. At present, he said, the road’s 
bon¢s could not be marketed at more 
than 20 to 26 per cent of their face value. 

Lawrence Greer, representing tho 
Equitable Trust Co., trustee for the 
bondholders, said all of the interests 
concerned had drawn up a modified 
form of decree which they considered 
satisfactory. 

Before a reorganization of the road 
could be effected, he said, there must be 
a sale of its properties. It was desir- 
atle, he said, that the road be sold for 
enoigh to pay off the $16,000,000 of re- 
ceivere’ certificates and the cost of the 
receivership and operating expenses up 
ti the time of reorganization. 

The amount necessary to do this, he 
said, would be about $21,000,000. 

If the sale is made the road will be 
reorganized. It was said at the hear- 
ing that the present bondholders and 
creditors will be the cnly bidders at the 
sale. 

Edward F. Kearney and E. B. Pryor 
are the receivers.

ILLINOIS AUTO WHEEL TAX IS 
INVALID, SUPREME COURT RULES 


Decision That It Is Double Assessa- 
ment Will Cost Chicago Alone 
$500,000 Annually, 

SPRINGFIELD, Ul, April 22.—Right 
of cities to collect a wheel tax on au- 
tomobiles and other vehicles used sole- 
ly for pleasure, was denied today by 
the State Supreme Court, which held 
that a wheel tax ordinance in Lincoln, 
Logan County, is invalid. 

Justice Craig, who handed down the 
decision, held that the annual license 
fee which automobile owners are re- 
quired to pay to the State is a tax and 
that double taaxtion would exist should 
such automobile owners be required to 
Pay a municipal tax. All Justices of 
the court concurred in the decision. 

Action of the Supreme Court will 
mean a loss of many thousands of dol- 
lars to Illinois cities and towns, many 
of which have passed wheel tax ordi- 
nances. In Chicago, alone, it is esti- 
mated that the yearly loss will reach 
nearly $500,000.

AMSTERDAM, Holland, April 22.— 
Commenting on the address of President 
Wilson at the luncheon of The Associa- 
ted Press in New York, April 20, ‘The 
Vossische Zeitung of Berlin speaks as 
follows: 

‘‘We could believe in the inclination 
of the United States after the war to 
play the role to which President Wil- 
son refers, namely, ‘to prepare assist- 
ance for both belligerent parties’ if 
Americans during the war had acted 
in accordance with the principles 
assistance to neither side. The purvey- 
ors of arms and ammunition to ad- 
versaries can not, all of a sudden, pre- 
tend to be the impartial friend of all 
belligerents in the negotiations at the 
conclusion of the war.” 

The Lokal Anzeiger says: 

‘President Wilson is mightily mis- 
taken if he imagines his sort of neutral- 
ity will be acknowledged and valued by 
the belligerents as fair play. It is 
impossible for Germany and her allies 
to esteem as a sign of ‘self control’ 
one-sided patronage by the continued 
toleration of a most extensive supply 
of arms, combined with humble en- 
durance of all English oppression of 
neutral commerce. So far as Germany 
is concerned, President Wilson need not 
trouble about preparations for help after 
the war.”’ 

The Cologne Gazette says: 

‘‘As a philsophical and academic the- 
sis, President Wilson’s views may have 
value, but in the light of the san- 
Suinary experience through which Eu- 
rope is passing, they sound almost like 
a mockery. At least in Germany this 
is the reception that will be given the 
promise that after the war America 
will lend her support to both belliger- 
ents, after supporting Great Britain ana 
her allies during.the war itself with 
cannon and rifles, and this so effectively 
that public opinion in Germany is ac- 
customed to see in America an ally of 
our enemies.’’

The ideas ineaiiad by President Wil- 
son and referred to in their comment 
by these two German newspapers doubt- 
less are found in the following para- 
graph: 

“Let us think of America before we 
think of Europe, in order that America 
may be fit to be Europe’s friend when 
the day of tested friendship comes. 
The test of friendship is not now sym- 
pathy with the one side or the other, 
but getting ready to help both sides 
when the struggle is over.’

THROUGH CRONE 


Mrs. Helen Franke Tells of 
Paying Him $2000 for 
Worthless Deeds. 


Mrs. Helen Franke, 71 years old, of 
$942A North Ninth street, who told the 
“trevit Attorney yesterday that she had 
been swindled out of $2000 by Charles 
Christian Crore, the North Broadway 
realty dealer, under indictment for for- 
gery, said today she had managed tu 
save that much money from sewing for 
4) years. It was every penny she had, 
she said, and she no longer feels able 
to sew again for a livelihood. 

She will appear before the grand jury, 
which has been investigating Crone’s 
transactions since last Monday. 

Mrs. Franke, almost hysterical, said 
her husband died more than #0 years 
age and that since then she had made 
her living doing plain sewing. Little 
by little she saved until, in 1909, she had 
accumulated $200—a fortune to her. 

She wanted to invest this so that 
when she became too feebla to work 
she would not be dependent upon 
charity. She had met Crone once, and 
a friend had told her that he was hon- 
est and ‘‘the friend of the small in- 
vestor.”’ 

Absolutely Safe, He Said. 

So she went to him. He told her, 
she continued, that he could sell her 
two deeds of trust which would give a 
6 per cent return on her investment. 
This, he poiated out, was more than 
the banks paid, and would be absolutely 
safe, handied through hirn. 

She took her $2000 to him and he, in 
return, gave her two deeds of trust— 
one for $500 on property in Baden, and 
the other for $1500 cn property at 3945 
North Twenticth street. 

Twice a year Crone paid her the in- 
terest, and for six years, she said, she 
rested in the feeling that her 40 years 
of work was not in vain, as no matter 
what happened she would have a little 
income to protect her. 

Now Unable to Work. 

In the last few years her sight be- 
came so dim that she did less and 
ress work. Today, she said, with her 
savings swept away, she is able to do 
practically no sewing, and she has not 
the strength to do other work. 

Mrs. Franke went to Crone’s of- 
fice April 9 to collect her half-year's 
interest, and to make doubly sure her 
investment was safe, she questioned 
Crone about it, and told him she de- 
pended upon this little fund to care 
for her if she became ill, and to live 
on, as her working days were over. 

Crone, she said, assured her she had 
nothing to worry about, as her future 
was safe while her investment rested 
in his hands. She went home in happy 
mind. 

Her Deeds Worthless. 

Then after Crone’s fraudulent 
transactions became public she in- 
vestigated, and found, she said, that 
deeds of trust on the properties had 
been released, and that her deeds, 
purporting to be a lien on the prop- 
erty, were of no value. 

“Sometimes I worked 16 hours a 
day to make a little extra money to 
save for my old age,” she said, in 
tears. “Now I can’t see to work any 
longer. I’ve been beateno out of all 
I had. I have no children, no rela- 
tives, no money. I just want to die.”

RETURN OF MONEY 
FROM GOAL FIRM 


They Say They Cannot Find 
Mine in Which They 
Bought Stock. 


Nine persons retained an attorney to- 
day and told him they were among 32 
persons who paid $3800 for shares of 
stock in a coal company which they 
cannot find and that they were prom- 
ised jobs for #® years and rent free 
for one year. They are seeking to 
recover their money. 

The attorney, Oliver J. Miller, with: 
offices in the Central National Bank 
Bullding, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that each of the men had paid 
at least $100, for which each received 
a share of stock in a company which 
purported to have a coal mine in Co- 
shocton, Ill. One man, he said, had 
paid $600 and another $200. He. said 
eight of the stock vurchasers, by em- 
ploying attorneys iinmediately after the 
discovery of their losses. had been re- 
paid. The investor of $6Cv had been re- 
paid $300, he said. 

One woman, Mrs. Mary Kraemer of 
1421 Buchanan street, had received $133 
for the $100 invested by her husband, 
he said. The extra $33 was in payment 
of their expenses in moving their house- 
hold goods to Coshocton, 

Cannot Find Mine, 

Miller said the investors, on arriving 
at the supposed coal mine and settle- 
ment, found nothing there except vacani 
land. 

Miller said there was no mine and 
none of the men found the house prom- 
Some of the men went in Sep- 
tember, 1914, and others followed dur- 
ing the next few months. When the 
men returned to St. Louis, Miller said. 
they went to an office in the Victoria 
Building. where the promoters of the 
company were supposed to be, but found 
them only after many visits. Miller 
said one of the promoters finally said 
that he would settle with all the men, 
April 1. 

The men were unable to find the pro- 
moters April 1 and since that time many 
of them frequently have been visiting 
the La Salle Hotel, where the pro- 
moters are supposed to live, but have 
been unable to find them. 

Miller said if a settlement was not 
made with his clients he would report 
the matter to the prosecuting author- 
ities. He said his failure to report the 
matter before this time was due to his 
desire to recover the money for his cli- 
ents.

Called on Savings Banks. 

Some of the largest subscriptions tv 
ihe war fund came from the German 
favings banks. Some time ago the Prus- 
sian Secretary of the Interior notified 
all savings institutions in Germany that 
the second war loan was to be used ex- 
clusively for the defense of the country 
and that its purpose was to provide 
means for ‘he ariny. ‘‘which but recent- 
ly had cleared the Eastern border from 
the invading enemy, in order to carry 
through the winter campaign and to 
safeguard the army’s readiness for whe 
coming summer.” 

In :he same connection, the Secretary 
of the Interior declared: 

“The bonds, which bear 5 per cent in- 
terest, sre being issued at $98.50, and 
represent a safe and legal investment 
for everybody. Since the bonds can 
be had in shares of 100 marks ($25), a 
convenient investment also is offered 
to similar capitalists.”’ 

The savings banks subscribed to the 
first war loan .o the amount of 884,000.0% 
marks, of which amount the Prussian 
savings banks participated in 768,009,000 
marks. The extraordinary prosperity of 
the German savings banks. which, in 
1914, compared with 1913, snowed a sur- 
plus of deposits over withdrawals of 
270,000,000 marks, is indicated by a tota) 
surplus of not less than 900,000,000 marks 

Records show that in the first haif 
of January this year the deposits ex- 
ceeded all previous recoras fhe Berlin 
Savings Banks, for instarce, recorded 
total deposits of 22,000,000 marks in Jan- 
uary, exceeding withdrawals by 98,500,000 
marks. The savings banks, therefore, 
did not hesitate to invest their avail- 
able surplus in tho new loan. 

Big Gold Reserve. 

The gold reserve of the Reichshank 
amounted, Feb. 27, to 2,270,632,600 marxs, 
un increase of 16,351,000 marks, as com- 
jared with the week before. 


Gold is not in circulation in Germany 
today. It is all being turned into the 
Reichsbank, and paper money issued in 


it stead. Germany doesn't object to this 
in the leest. 


President A. Lehmann of the \3remen 
Chamber of Commerce has made a 
study of the economital Conséquences of 
the war. This was dcne at the request 
of the German Government. He declares 
that English politicians can not ruin the 
German export trade without ruining at 
the same time the trade of their col- 
onies across the seas and of their own 
home country. 


“Certainly Germany will have to suf- 
fer,’ declaréd Lehmann. ‘‘We do not 
deny this, but, thanks to sacrifices 
made on all sides, tranks to the firm 
determination of the Government banks, 
all large commercial firms, clerks, fac- 
tories and workingmen, thanks to the 
industrious German tarmer and to the 
strong will power of the whole united 
naion, from the Emperor down to the 
last factory hand, the success and the 
power Germany has attained in 40 years 
of continued work for peace and cul- 
ture will not be destroyed, not even by 
the envy and hatred of our neighbors. 
Germany will come out of this war 
stronger than when she went in, even 
if temporarily weakened by heavy com- 
mercial 4osses. 


Advantage to Yellow Races. 

“But one thing can be safely said now: 
ihe damage done to the countries across 
the sea, the damage suffered by the 
many new colonies and countries pro- 
ducing raw products will not be repaired 
for years and will keep the progress of 
civilization back efor decades, all in 
favor of the yellow races. 

“Hitherto London was the acknowl- 
edged financial center of the commercial 
world, but after the war is over, the 
countries across the seas will awaken 
to the fact that® England looks out for 
her own pocket and, taking no consid- 
eration, sacrifices all other interests, 
including those of her colonies, when 
she thinks that she can get rid of a 
competitor that way whose buying 
power, however, the countries across the 
sea need. When trade is resumed with 
these countries, they will know how tod 
traake the corfSequences of England's 
procedure. ‘ 

“What this war will mean to England, 
Grey had no idea of; but the London 
financial authorities knew and realized 
it, when they raised the rate of dis- 
count 10 per cent, and immediately aft- 
er war broke out decided on a mora- 
torium, on the 5th of August, a measure 
which is unnecessary in Germany, even 
today.’’ 

In concluding his report to the Gov- 
ernment on the economical consequences 
of the war, the President of the Bremen 
Chamber of Commerce declares: 

‘“‘We are fighting for our existence: 
we are fighting for the blessings that 
the Emperor and his Ministers, sup- 
ported by a strong army and navy, have 
given us during the last 4 years. We 
are fighting for the lasting peace of Eu- 
rope, for the benefit of the whole world. 

Enemies on All Sides. 

‘We are surrounded by enemies 

with only one ally, Austria-Hun- 


gary on our side, for whose liberty and 
culture we have drawn the sword in the 
name of Europe against the Russian and 
Asiatic barbarism. We are surrounded 
by lies with which the whole world is 
flooded, through England monopolizing 
the cable lines. 

“Still we remain firm, trusting to 
God and to the final victory of truth 
and justice; we know that the neutral]

ABANDONMENT OF AMERICAN 
HORSETENDERS I$ STOPPED 


banace Beard of Trade Instructs 
Steamship Companies to Provide 
Return Passage. 

LONDON, April 22.—The Board of 
Trade has taken vigorous steps to pre- 
vent the abandonment in England by 
steamship companies of American 
muleteers and horsetenders who are 
coming over now in large numbers with 
shipments of army horses. 

During the early months of the war 
hundreds of Americans who crossed on 
the horse boats were left stranded in 
England by steamship lines, which ad- 
vanced various debatable reasons for 
not returning the men to America. 

R. P. Skinner, American Consul-Gen- 
eral in London, laid the facts before the 
Board of Trade a month ago. The con- 
sulate was at once advised to refer all 
stranded horse and le tenders to the 
board, with the result that all such 
Americans are being cared for. Further- 
more, Consul-General Skinner has been 
advised that British steamship lines 
have been instructed to provide return 
passages to America, regardless of al- 
leged contracts and cther questions.

“TEMPTATION ROOM” FIGURES 
IN TRIAL OF EX-CHIEF OF POLICE 


Girl Testifies Against Former Official 
in Los Angeles Accused of Con- 
tributing to Her Delinquency. 
LOS ANGYLES, Cal., April 23.—Edith 
Serkin, chief witness for the State, 
failed almost utterly yesterday to spec- 
ify times at which she saw Charles 
tx. Sebastian, suspended Chief of Police, 
and her sister and guardian, Mrs. Lillie 
Pratt, in a room next to the central 

police station. 

The two are on trial for contributing 
to her delinquency, and Judge F. V.

GERMANS OPEN FACTORIES IN 
LODZ; WORK IS PLENTIFUL 


Military Officials in City Declare 
They Have Come to Stay and 
Prepare Defense. 

LODZ, Poland, April ‘..—Day and 
night are almost equaily busy in “Lodz. 
The German officials now in occupation 
are straining every resource to restore 
to the city its former character as an 
industrial and manufacturing center. 
New railways are being built, roads 
and bridges are being constructed, and 
factories are being prepared for new 
uses. The German military men declare 
they have come to stay. There has been 
a great building of trenches in the coun- 
try roundabout. 

The population of Lodz has always 
been largely German and Polish. Every 
Russian official has disappeared. 
Wealthy Russians who occupied fine 
residences crossed the frontier. 

Although the food situation was for 
some time acute, this has been reme- 
died. The Germans have established 
cheap soup kitchens and bakeries for 
the poor as well as a number of cheap 
restaurants. 

All stocks of metals, wool, cotton and 
other goods useful to the army have 
been commandeered, and mostly sent 
back to Germany. Several of the fac- 
tories have been opened, and work is 
plentiful.

James H. Hyde, Who Presides, An- 
nounces Death of Two of Univer- 
sity’s Graduates in French Army. 

PARIS, April 22.—The Harvard Clu! 
gave the largest dinner in its historv 
tonight, James Hazen Hyde presided, 
and several members of the ‘French 
Academy, as well as representatives of 
the Harvard faculty, the foreign offics 
and the Sorbonne were present. 

Among those who spoke were I’nited 
States Ambassador Sharp, Lucien Poin- 
care, brother of the French President: 
~j Emile Boutroux, professor of philosophy 
‘at the University of Paris; Eugene 
Breiux, the playwright; Dr. Harvey 
Cushing of the Medical School, and EKa- 
win H. Hall, professor of physics at 
Harvard.

: Confession Promised After 54/Norway Parliament Passes Bill 
Museum Operators Are Taken | Giving Them Father’s Name 
in New York Raid. and Share in Inheritance. 


CHRISTIANIA, April 22.—Since Nor- 
way has given every adult woman 
and man the right to vote, legislation 
is declared to have a remarkably so- 
cialistic turn, although the Socialist 
party, except in special industrial 
centers, does not count a majority of 
the voters. 

In Parliament the Radicals are in 
majority, and in connection with the 
acocialistic faction, they have such an 
overwhelming force that the Con- 
servatives have no say at all. The 
present legislation is characteristic 
of Norwegian socialistic theories, 
which, in many respects, are quite 
different from those in other coun- 
tries. For instance, the Legislature, 
with a large majority, has passed a 
law by which illegitimate children are 
to be placed in the same class as le- 
gitimate children, in relation to the 
father. The slogan is “same rights 
for illegitimate children as for legiti- 
mate ohildren.” One section provides 
that illegitimate offspring shall have 
full right to take the name of the 
father and another gives them equal 
rights in the matter of inheritance. 

Upon a man’s death, for instance, 
an illegitimate son, perhaps born 
long before the man was married, 
can break into the bereaved family 
and, according to the new law, take 
the dead man’s. name and demand his 
share of the estate. At the same time, 
if a man who has an illegitimate 
child wants to take the child into his 
family, the child's mother may pre- 
vent it. Opponents of the new law 
have contended that it will tempt im- 
moral women to look for rich fathers 
for illegitimate offspring. The pro- 
ponents of the law assert that the 
“old-fashioned” legal matrimony must 
be replaced by the full love connec- 
tions between “soul affinities.” 


KANSAS TO INQUIRE INTO 
AN ALLEGED BRIDGE TRUST 


NEW YORK, April 22.—Police authori- 
ties said that one of the 64 operators of 
the medical museums and their assist- 
ants arrested yesterday in one of the 
most sweeping raids upon alleged medi- 
cal imposters ever conducted in this 
city had promised to appear in court to- 
day.and make a confession. 

His statement, the police assert, will 
reveal the workings of a system of na- 
tional scope for extorting money by 
fraudulent physicians and false meth- 
ods of diagnosis. 

The chief operator of the museum un- 
der arrest is alleged by the police to 
have accumulated a fortune of more 
than $1,000,000 by operating 4 chain of 
medical offices with free museums as 
‘feeders’ in New York, Newark, N. J.; 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Pittsburg and 
half a dozen other cities. 

Mrs. Marian Clark, investigator of the 
State Department of Labor, estimated 
that fraudulent physicians had collect- 
ed $500,000 a year from “‘natients’’ in 
this city. Most of this came from poor 
persons and aliens who could not speak 
English. It is charged that in some of 
the institutes where arrests were made 
health detectives who applied for treat- 
ment in obtaining evidence were in- 
formed they were in the last stages of 
tuberculosis or cancer and that $500 to 
$1000 was denianded to keep them alive. 

Some of the methods alleged to have 
been used by the museum conductors, 
including the sale of a two-ounce bottle 
of ordinary drinking water to a woman 
for $300 under the pretense that it was 
“radium water,’ and the sale for $600 
of a box of ‘“‘magic pills’’ guaranteed to 
ture tuberculosis.

HOSPITALS BAR 
TWILIGHT SLEEP 


Polyclinic and City Institution 
on Blackwell’s Island Dis- 
card Treatment. 


TOO MANY INFANTS DIE 


Sloane and Jewish Maternity 
Physicians Confine Its Use to 
Selected -Cases. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, April 22.—The twilight 
sleep treatment in childbirth has been 
abandoned at the Polyclinic Medical 
School and Hospital in this city. 

It has been abandoned, too, at the 
city hospital on Blackwell’s Island, one 
of the largest institutions of its kind in 
the world. 

At the Sloane Maternity Hospital, the 
method is being used only in a compara- 
tively few, selected cases. 

At the Jewish Maternity Hospital on 
East Broadway the use of the treat- 
ment has been so restricted as to apply 
to only about one-half of the women 
who formerly were considered eligible. 


Too Many “Blue Babties.” 
The reason given at these hospitals 


is the same—too many “blue babies,”’ 
too high percentage of deaths among the 
twilight sleep infants. 

According to the latest German statis- 
tics, the infant mortalit; In twilight 
sleep cases is about 2 per cent above 
the normal in some places there. 

At the city hospital, on Blackwell’s 
Island, it was said the treatment has 
been abandoned because there did not 
seem to be any particular advantage to 
be gained by its use. 

Most of the experiments with twiligh+ 
sleep at the city hospital were under 
the supervision of Dr. George P. Shears, 
under whose advice the treatment has 
been abandoned by the Polyclinic. Al- 
together, a period of several months was 
covered by the test cases at the city hos- 
pital. Some of those who took the 
treatment were unmarried women, who 
were in a frenzy of fear over their con- 
dition and begged to be put into the 
twilight sleep, 

Dr. A. J. Rongy, in charge of the 
treatment at the Jewish Maternity Hos- 
pital, said this morning that experi- 
ence had pointed out danger to such an 
extent in the treatment that its range 
had been restricted about 50 per cent. 
“We use it now,” he said, “only in 
selected cases, and we recognize that 
if it were universally used it would be 
dangerous, except in these hands of 
the most skilled and experienced prac- 
titioners. We know the treatment bet- 
ter now. We find it is good only in 
certain selected cases, in the first stage 
of tedious cases. The twilight sleep 
is not advisable In short cases. 

“‘We have learned, too, that twilight 
sleep and painlessness are not, as some- 
at first thought, synonymous. The 
truth is, we now realize thar twilight 
sleep simply destroys the recollection 
of the pain. The’ pain is there, as in 
normal cases.”’ 

In the early days of twilight sleep 
usage the Jewish Maternity was an 
enthusiastic center of its application. 


in the presence of Dr. John A. Wyeth, 
president of the faculty. 

Dr. Shears said that all doctors know 
that it is bad to give opiates to a new- 
born infant, and in the twilight sleep 
treatment the opiate is given to the 
eee” the mother, even “before 

. Under the twilight sleep, the 
visiting surgeons were told, the new 


born child is likely not to breathe for 
quite a litle while. 


Dr. Shears said he Personally knew 
of mothers, who having undergone the 
twilight sleep treatment once, refused 
to submit to it again. He instanced the 
case of 1 physician in the Jewish Hos- 
pital who, he said, was formerly very 
enthusiastic over the method, but who 
had lately stated that he is now satis- 
fled that more new-born babies die un- 
der twilight sleep than under the old- 
fashioned methods. 


Two ihings to be noted, Dr. Shears 
said, are that twilight sleep does not 
result in a quicker recovery and does 
not bring a stronger child into the 
world; in fact, the child born under 
twilight sieep, owing to the use of the 
drug, is not quite so strong at birth 
as is the child born under old condi- 


tions.

At Sunday’s meeting of the American Neutrality 


League, former Congressman Bartholdt, pleading 
for an embargo on war munitions, said: . 
The only argument ever made in this coun- 
try against the embargo in arms is that it 
would be an unneutral act. But how can it 
be unneutral to prohibit an unneutral act? 

Italy, Sweden, Holland, Norway, Denmark and 

Switzerland have prohibited the sale of muni- 

tions to the fighting powers. All of these 

countries are poor alongside the great United 

States, yet they openly declare against it, 

while we grab a profit wrung from the tears 

of widows and orphans. 

The evident intent of Mr. Bartholdt was to 
have his hearers believe that all the neutral na- 
tions, except the United States, have prohibited 
the sale of arms and ammunition to the belliger- 
ents for the sake of humanity and neutrality. 
The United States alone refuses it on account of 


greed. 

From a higher pro-German authority than Mr. 
Bartholdt we have wholly different reasons for 
the embargo in arms declared by other neutral 
nations. This authority ts no less than the Ger- 
man Government itself, speaking through Ambas- 
sador von Bernstorff. In his note to the United 
States for which the German Government has as- 
sumed responsibility, Von Bernstorff, on this very 
point, says: 

Conditions in the present war are different 
from those in any former wars. For this 
reason it is not justified to point at the fact 
that perhaps in former wars, Germany fur- 
nished belligerents with war material. Be- 
cause in those former cases the question was 
not whether any war material was to be fur- 
nished to.the belligerents, but merely which 
one of the competing countries would furnish 
it; in the present war, with the exception of 
the United States, all the countries capable 
of a noteworthy production of war material 
are either at war themselves or completing 
their armaments and have accordingly pro- 
hibited the exportation of war material. 
Therefore, the United States of America is 
the only country in a position to export war 
material, 


Mr. Bartholdt should take a lesson in honesty 
from his German friends at home. His sympa- 
thetic zeal for his fatherland may be excusable, 
but deception is unpardonable. He ought to re- 
frain from misleading the people who look to 
him for light and guidance.

evasion of taxes due the city, State and schools 
on legitimate and ‘perfectly safe deeds of trust. 
The law requires that taxes be paid on these se- 
curities and yet it is one of the worst and most 
common forms of tax-dodging and evasion in this 
city.. The real estate agents themselves aid and 
abet in this fraud by making the deed of trust 
and notes payable to a straw man, who is gen- 
erally a cheaply-paid clerk or stenographer in 
their employ. Many of our 6so- -called wealthy and 
prominent citizens are holders of these securities 
and are perjuring themselves every year in mak- 
ing their tax return to the Assessor. A member 
of the firm of Cornet & Zeibig stated that there 
were $500,000,000 loaned out on deeds of trust on 
St. Louls real estate and I will venture to say 
that there are no taxes paid on one dollar out of 
every thousand of this vast sum by investors who 
make returns. 

People who expect ethers to be honest with 
them should themselves be honest with their city 
and come into court with clean skirts. A deci- 
sion of our Supreme Court, rendered a few years 
ago, makes it compulsory for banks and trust 


companies to divulge assets of their customers 


when required by the grand jury. They cannot 


hide behind “banking ethics” and can be gotten 
at in this way. TAXPAYER.

Spectators who would yawn over the best breach- 
of-promise case ever invented, even Judges who 
would snore through the most thrilling divorce 
suit ever tried behind closed doors, will sit up 
and hold their breath all day listening to the 
real romance of a will case and go home at night 
and talk of nothing else. ‘“‘Who’s going to get it?” 
is on everybody’s tongue,

ment than a world’s fair. Nothing has ever given 
San Francisco the notoriety that its famous

vented the bequest of $1 to anybody or everybody 
whatsoever who claimed to be a natural child of 
his.

KANSAS WHEAT CROP 
MAY BE 159,000,000 BU. 


16 Counties Report 100 Per Cent 
Condition—Corn Outlook Alse 
Is Good. 

TOPEKA, Kan., April 22.—Another 
bumper Kansas wheat crop in 1915 was 
vredicted by J. C. Mohler, secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture in a re- 
port mate public today. The condition 
of the 1916 crop he estimated at 928 per 
cent on a total acreage of 8,586,300. A 
year ago the crop estimate was 96.5 per 
cent on an 8,580,000 acreage. 

A wheat crop second only to the 131,- 
(00,000 bushels yield of last year is in- 
dicated Mr. Mohler asserted. It is 
pointed out that, based on a 100 per cent 
crop of 20 bushels to the atre, Kansas, 
under existing conditions, should pro- 
duce 169,000,000 bushels this year. 

Less than 4 per cent of the entire 
acreage of the State—estimated last fall 
at 8,870,000 acres—was destroyed during 
the winter months, the report asserted. 
Conditions at this time are ideal for 
wheat growing. In but few years in 
Kansas, has there been go little dam- 
age from winds. The Hessian fly has 
not serfously injured the growing wheat. 

In only 12 of the 1% counties of the 
State are conditions estimated at less 
than 90 ;er cent good. Sixteen counties 
report 109 per cent. conditions. 

Reports indicate that 9.5 per cent of 
the entire 1914 yield, or 17,000,000 bushels, 
is still in the hands of: the Kansas 
farmers. 

Owing to a late, wet spring, oats sow- 
ing was delayed affa a perceptible loss 
in total acreage of this crop is indi- 
cated. Corn planting conditions are ex- | 
cellent. The report indicates an acre- 
age far in excess of that of a year ago.

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TO RECONCILE IT 
VALUATIONS 


State Expert Gives Views on 
Company’s Statements as to 
$103,000,000 Djscrepancy. 


CALLS THEM INACCURATE 


Public Service Commission Ac- 
countant Terms ‘Scrap-lron’ 
Figures ‘‘Childish.”’ 


y Staff Correspondent of the

JEFFERSON CITY, April 22.—J. M. 
McShane, expert accountant for the 
Public Service Commission, examined 
today the statements of President Mc- 
Culloch of the United Railways of 8St. 
Louis and of the company’s chief 
‘counsel, Henry 8S. Priest, printed in 
yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, regarding 
the difference between the actual 
cash value of the company’s property, 


as reported to the State Board of 

Equalization, $7,257,644.80, and the fig- 
ure of $110,927,274, submitted Tues- 
day to the Public Service Commission. 

McCulloch explained that the larger 
figure was the par value, the total 
face valuation of stocks and bonds 
outstanding. This figure was submit- 
ted, he said, in filling out a formal 
report which the commission requires, 
in connection with an application for 
permission to issue bonds. The com- 
pany wishes to renew a $500,000 bond 
issue on the Southern Electric prop- 
erty, comprising the south half of 
the present Cass line and the Broad- 
way line south of Chippewa street. 

Calls Statements Inaccurate. 

Priest, in a typewritten statement, 
called attention to the difference be- 
tween the mere value of rails and 
cars, taken by themselves, and their 
value when assembled into a trans- 
portation system, and said that this 
difference was shown in the compar- 
ison of the varying estimates of 
United Railways value. 

McShane, after reading the McCul- 
loch and Priest stateemnts, said they 
were inaccurate and almost wholly ir- 
relevant, and that they did not show 
the great difference in the two esti- 
mates to be a legitimate difference. 
“These long statements,” re remarked, 
‘look like an effort to bury the whole 
thing under an avalanche of words.” 

McShane repeated his statement of 
yesterday, that the valuation fur- 
nished to the Commission was the 
estimated value of the property and 
plant, as placed on it by the officer 
who compiled the statement (Treas- 
urer James Adkins). He showed that 
the figures were under the head, 
“Property and plant account as of 
Deo. 31, 1914.” 

Attorney’s Explanation. 

The figures, McShane said, could not 
refer to the stock and bond account, 
because the report does not mention any 
stocks or bonds. He said the commis- 
sion required information as to the com- 
rany’s actual property, and not as to 
nominal stock values, in connection with 
a bonc issue application. 

‘The United Railways Co. submitted 
both these statements,’’ he said, “‘‘in 
which they set forth the value of their 
property. There is no question about 
the meaning intended in either case. 
Their explanations do not reconcile the 
discrepancy. Judge Priest made the 
only explanation possible when he said 
that the scope and purpose (McShane 
emphasized the word purpose) of the two 
statements were altogether different.”’ 

Referring to Priest's statement that 
the iron in the track would not be worth 
more than $1,813,305, the figures which he 
said were given to the Board of Equali- 
zation, McShane pointed out that the 
company’s report to the commission 
shows its ‘“‘track and roadway” to be 
worth $4,957,798.99. 

“Scrap-Iron Basis Childish.” 

“The statement that the value of the 
track should be figured on a scrap-iron 
basis is childish,’’ said McShane. ‘‘The 
cash valuation of the roadbed, as fixed 
by the Board of Equalization or anvy- 
body else, will include, beside the rails 
the cost of ties, bridges, culverts, grad- 
ing amd paving, making the ‘iron in the 
rails’ only a small part of the whole.”’ 

Olga Meals, acting secretary of the 
Board of Equalization, supported Mc- 
Shane's statement as to the method of 
figuring the value of track and road- 
way. Meals said the company’s fran- 
chise value, as fixed by the board in the 
last assessment, was somewhat more 
than $10,000,000. McCulloch’s statement 
indicated that the franchise valuation 
was represented by the difference be- 
tween the company’s $7,257,644.80 ‘‘cash 
value’ estimate of its holdings and the 
board’s $21,990,873 total assessment. This 
difference would be $14,732,728, which is 
more than $4,000,000 above the franchise 
value actually fixed by the board. 

Boud Issue Permitted. 

The Public Service Commission today 
granted the application of the United 
Railways Co. for permission to issue 
500,000 of first mortgage 4 per cent 
bonds. 

It was shown by the company that 
the proposed bond issue would not in- 
crease the bonded indebtedness against 
the property, because the funds derived 
from the sale of the bonds will b used 
tc pe.: off $500,000 of Southern Railway 
bonds, which mature May.

Down in Havana, just before Will- 
ard fought Johnson, I talked the 
Gunboat Smith fight over with Ref- 
eree Jack Welsh. 


Smith Did Not Deserve to Win. 


“If I'd been referee, I'd have given 
the decision to Willard,” said Welsh. 
“In my opinion he won all the way. 

The Smith fight was a fairly hard 
one. Gunboat landed his famous hay- 
maker on Willard’s jaw several times. 
and according to the testimony of 
Al McAllister and other noted ring 
sharps, he didn’t even tilt, the Kan- 
sas giant's head back. Smith was 
always willing and always rushing 
in, besides which he had the natural 
sympathy that is always extended to 
a small man fighting a big one. 

Willard shook Gunboat badly now 
and then, but never followed him up. 
Perhaps he felt a little bit embar- 
rassed himself, over his great size 
and the apparent unevenness of the 
match. W fard always was inclined 
to be too amiable in the ring. He 
used to tell me that he had the great- 
est disinclination to hurt anyone— 
but that he’d surely forget that if 
he ever met Johnson. 

“I know my faults,’ said Jess. “I 
know I’m too easy-going. If I see 
a man is being beaten I have to let 
up on him. I know it isn’t the way to 
fight. and sometime I'll get over it. 
But I’m never going to hurt anyone 


if I can help it.” 
A naturally grieved and peeved 
that anyone should slip him 
such a decision. For a long time he 
tried to get Smith again, but entire- 
without success. Mr. Buckley, 
mith’s manager, is a shrewd fellow, 
and he was quite satisfied to have 
“won” after unboat’s name in the 
records of the Willard fight.

His head didn't 
bit the floor hard, yet he remained un- 
conscious until taken from the ring and 
removed to a hospital. There, it’s said, 
it was decided to operate upon him for 
a fractured skull. 
In the night Bull Young’s skull was 
trephined, and the operation was en- 
tirely successful, technically. <A _ piece 
of bone was removed and it was proven 
beyond argument that there was no 
fracture. That Bull died. without re- 
covering consciousness was a mere in- 
cidental detail. 

Evidently there was reason to believe 
that something other than a blow of 
Willard’s fist caused Young's death, for 
when placed on trial Jess was promptly 
acquitted. I asked him about the mat- 
ter a few days ago, when we were talk- 
ing over these things. 

“Of course,’’ said Jess, 
me badly for a while. I 
sorry for Young. But I didn’t have 
anvthing on my conscience because I 
knew I didn’t kill him. There was no 
reason for hushing that case up the way 
they did.”’

“ammunition factories had been in- 

_ ereased more than 19 fold since the 
* outbreak of the war, but the call was. 
‘still for more, and, as Mr. Lloyd- 
George continues to hold the opinion 
that consumption of liquor is inter- 
fering with the work, he promised 
legislation to deal with this matter. 
The Chancellor also said Great Brit- 
ain was supplying the allies with mu- 
nitions. 
_ The figures made public by the Chan- 
cellor as to the size of the British 
_ grmy in France and the expenditure of 
ammunition has caused great surprise 
in England, where the opinion has been 
general that about half that number of 
men had reached the front, especially 
@s there has been no sign of any de- 
_erease in the number of khaki-clad men 
training in this country.

British Soldier Gets More Letters 
Than Do Many Companies. 

LONDON, April 22.—Rifleman A. O. 
White, who was described by a senti- 
mental fellow soldier in a letter to a 
London paper as the lonesomest man 
in the British army, has become the 
bane-of the British army postal Service. 

White was lying in a hospital near 
the front, with no one to write to him 
or to send him presents. But after the 
pathetic description appeared, an ex- 
tra force of men had to be employed to 
handle and carry his mail. His letters 
have now passed the 3000 mark, and his 
rarcels are numbered by the hundreds. 
By every mail White receives a bigger 
bag than many companies.
